There will lie a general shaking np 
of the city officer» hereon the third of 
September, which in the first Monday 
in the month, and one week from nex t 
Monday. 
At that time Frank J. Hall 
will lay aside his official regalia as 
mayor of the city, which he has been 
in name only for the past two years, 
and Harvey Cowing will leave his 
buggy 
store and don 
the mayor’s 
robes. 
Mr. 
Cowing is not 
saying 
what he intends to do when he be­ 
comes mayor. 
One thing he means to 
do is to ap]x dnt a marshal. 
The new 
law +tlves him this power and hi* means 
to ex ercise it, and he is going to ap ­ 
point a man who will help him sit on 
the lid and see to it that all the laws, 
especially the liquor laws are obeyed. 
Although no definite announcements 
have been made, it is generally un­ 
derstood that William Price, by reas­ 
on of his efficient service as policeman 
will get the place. 
Who 
the new 
member of the force succeeding Mr. 
Price as patrolman will he is not 
known. 
There are several good ap 
plicants for the place, however. May 
or-elect Cowing will alsoap]>oint a fire 
chief, and it is generally understood 
that Andrew Stittler, who lias been a 
member of the fire department for 27 
years, will get the place. 
Mr. Stiffier 
is now one of the drivers in the depart 
ment, and acting in both capacities he 
would be stationed at the Central tire 
station at all times. 
This wonld en­ 
able him to give all his attention to 
the department and raise it to a high 
standard of efficiency. 
Mayor-elect Cowing will 
appoint 
Hay Lakin street commissioner, it is 
understood. 
Mr 
Lakin is the only 
applicant for the place, it is said. 
He 
will make a very competent official 
and is deserving of the aptrointment. 
City Clerk-elect Grant U* Gregg has. 
like Mr. Cowing, filed his bond, and 
qualified for office. 
He will take up 
his duties at the same time that the 
other new officials "do. 
Mr. Gregg 
has been familiarizing Himself with 
the work and will he ready to run 
things properly in the beginning. 
When Mayor Cowing takes office, 
the lid in Kushvilie will go down so 
tight there can he no tilting for Mr.

Thousands of Workmen are En­ 


gaged Clearing Wreckage 


for Rebuilding 


Valparaiso, Aug. 25.—As the result 
of the splendid courage of the people 
and with the co-operation of the city 
government, Valparaiso will be rebuilt 
within a few' years on finer and more 
beautiful lines than before the disas­ 
ter of Aug. 16. 
The rain last night caused most of 
the people to desert the tents which 
they have occupied since the earth­ 
quake and return to their homes 
AI 
most all the walls are cracked, hut 
there were no violent earth tremors 
during the night or today 
Many of 
the people had to walk long distances, 
carrying their bedclothes on 
their 
shoulders 
There are no conflagrations, but the 
blowing up of damaged and dangerous 
structures with dynamite continues 
and loud ex plosions are frequently 
heard. Otherwise the town has assum­

appearance 
Many business houses have been re 
opened.

Havana. Aug. 25.—A force of gov 
ernment artillerymen under command 
of Captain Pujol occupied San Juan 
de Martinez without resistance Tl'is 
town was taken Aug. 22 by a band 
of Insurgents operating under Pino 
Guerra. At San Antonio « le l-os Banos, 
Havana province, and situated twenty 
one miles southwest of Havana City, 
a detachment of rural guartls eneoun 
tored a band of Insurgents

latter two were killed, their comrades 
dispersing. 
A letter received here from a r« dia 
bis correspondent who visited Pino 
Guerra at San .Tuan de Martinez, says 
that

insurgent

amounts to 2.000 men 
The corre­ 
spondent say» that ail the people In 
that part of the country are Liberals 
and sympathizers with the tnsurrec 
tion. but that Guerra has not sufficient 
ammunition either to take Pinar del 
Rio or sustain a prolonged fight 
Th* 
people have plenty of arms but little 
ammunition. an« l they have no chance 
of procuring it 
This is belioved her« 
to he a * orrect view of the situation. 
Reports fr« » m the country districts 
sav that tie 
people generally hav* 
been influenced by the Liberal leaders 
and are inclined to be distrustful of 
the motives *f President Palma's gov­ 
ernment. Therefore they readily sym 
pathi/e with the cause of the fnsur 
gents 
In the cities there is much 
more approach to genuine patriotism, 
but the government’s offer of $2 per 
day for all recruits does not meet 
with more than slow response

two persons equal who have volun­ 
tarily chosen, the one the path of rec- 
tivude and the other the path of vice. 
Alter conditions all you w ill and still 
there is a great gulf fixed between 
virtue and vice« 
“ B u t,” says Pope, 
'sometim es virtue starves w hile vice 
is fed. 
What then, is the reward of 
virtue bread?” 
It is this last condition that we 
would like to see altered. 
Everyone 
knows tfiat virtue is its own reward, 
but that virtue should starve while 
vice is fed is the world’s greatest con­ 
undrum. 
So 
we often see what is 
commonly called charity going where 
it floes more harm than good. 
In like 
manner, labor organizations are re­ 
tarded in their movements by unprin­ 
cipled men in 
their ranks, 
whose 
greatest effort is pnt forth to discover 
some new plan of living without work. 
But all this does not prove that there 
is not a better day coming for the men 
anti women whose work is of a lowly 
order. 
If there is anything in the 
song of the ¡«olitieal demagogue when 
he comes around pouring taffy into 
the ears of our hard working popula 
lion, let us discover its true value. 
When he tells us that Abe Lincoln was 
a rail splitter, let us be able to remind

individuality 
that made 
then, ami w ill make now, the true 
American gentleman.^if not the ora­ 
tor and statesman. 
“ Dr ” Oliver Wendel Holmes has 
said, “ you cannot get elegance sort 
of two or three removes from the so il. 1 ’ 
We do not want that kind thof ele­ 
gance in these U nited States of Amer­ 
ica. 
“ Dr. ’ Holmes was an autocrat. 
His w ritings are one continuous apjieal 
for popularity ami if the spirit that is 
therein contained i s \ carried out in 
this country, we w ill have an aristoc­ 
racy that w ill make the feudal lords 
of the m iddle ages turn over in their 
tombs for envy. 
“ B u t,” says some 
one, “ whore is the danger?” 
Well 
here are the dangers; there are two* 
of them. 
The first one is that we 
have ooiue to believe that money can 
do anything; that it Is the soul's sal­ 
vation both here 
ami 
hereafter. 
I 
honestly believe that there are a few 
scoundrels in the world today who 
would “ side up” to the gate keeper 
of the eternal city w ith som ething like 
the follow ing ready to 
deliver off 
tlieir tongues . “ Now, Saint Peter, you 
know my record down yonder, hut 
there were a lot of us ami we had a 
kind of genletnen’s agreement that we 
would not tell on one another; some 
of us wore real saintly looking fellow s, 
w e superintended Sunday schools, led 
choirs, acted as chairmen of political
